The drawings filed on 6/25/03 are informal, since the letters, numbers and lines 
are not uniform in nature throughout the Figures. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

Claims 20-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 20 recites the limitation "said plurality of storage chambers" in lines 8 and 
9. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 

In regard to claim 20, on lines 8 and 9, the phrase "said plurality of storage 
chambers" is indefinite because it is not clear as to which storage containers are being 
referred. 

Claim 28 recites the limitation "each group of secondary storage containers" in 
line 2. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 20, 21, 23 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Riley et al. 

In regard to claim 20, the Riley et al. reference discloses a plurality of "storage 
containers" (26a-26c) each having a plurality of "storage containers" 32, a "discharge 
port" (88, 90, 92 and 94) and "emptying means" (see col. 5, lines 37-52), as claimed. 

In regard to claim 21 , see column 5, line 65 - column 6, line 6. 

In regard to claim 23, see "controller" 180. 

In regard to claim 24, a "counter" (not shown) is inherent to the system via the 
controller/computer, since vials are filled by prescription.

Claims 1-19 and 35-44 are allowed. 

Claims 22, and 25-34 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
